Sealing, under question- 
ing, finally broke down, according to police and made a 
com- 


plete confession implicating Bartlett. 


According to Sealing's story, related by Condit, the two 


men attempted to burglarize a Minden stare and Were fright- 
ened away by officers. They sought to make their escape in 
a car and were overtaken by Chief of Police Ransom. A gun 
fight resulted, Ransom being killed. Sealing contends, police 
said, that Bartlett fired the fatal shot. Search of the Bart- 
lett home followed his arrest here. He first denied being 
acquainted with Sealing but later confessed knowing him.

search of the home was instituted and officers found a pistol 
from which tKey believe the shot was Bred that kilted the 
Minden police chief. A further search resulted in the finding 
of the automobile in which the men are said to have taken

ulation of laige areas of land* In 
the hands of certain peasants. The 
present soVlet 
land law 
specifies 


that no one shall possets more 
ground than he Is able 
to 
work 
himself. 


Attempts have been made to ap- 


ply to villages the same labor reg- 
ulations as govern the industrial 
workers in the citj. 
But It »*s 


found that 
thlft was 
Incapable of 


enforcement and caused much dis- 
satisfaction among' the 
peasantry, 


who Insisted on 
employing farm 


hands at their own terms. 


The new labor regulations give 


the peasants the right to extend the 
work 
day 
beyond the statutory 


eight hours, to conclude agreements 
with 
their 
workmen 
for twel\ e 


month periods and to pay them 
either In cash or goods.

COMMUNITY LOYALTY. 


One of the most inspiring examples of loyalty to 


Lincoln and to Lincoln Institutions recently came to 
light. The chief role, waa filled by a humble wurkei 
in the ranks. 
' 


A few months ago a local ^manufacturing concern 


engaged a woman to make a house to house canvass 
of certain residential avctlona of Lincoln for the pur- 
pose of increasing the sale of its products. Her work 
was so generally successful and so satisfactory that 
another Lincoln jobbing institution employed her, 
after hrr work for the first concern terminated, to 
carry the gospel of purchasing Lincoln-jobbed goods 
to the house wives of this community. 


"When she had completed the second campaign, she 


was out of work. A jqbbing concern from another 
western city offered her employment along the same 
line, which she tenatively accepted. On more mature 
consideration, however, she decided she could not 
•ell goods which were not manufactured and jobbed 
In Lincoln to those she had so strongly ut ged to 
purchase local products. "I simply cannot go to thosi* 
people I have vigited and undo the work which I 
have been doing," she informed the sales manager 
of the outside concern. 


That is a degree of loyalty rarely found in the 


business world. She needed the employment badly 
But rather than to mock her efforts of the preceding 
few months, she preferred to go without woik. How- 
many of those in positions of high responsibility 
would sacrifice their interests to the same extent? 


PARLIAMENTARY ROWDYISM. 


In some respects, the European system of cabinet 


government, which responds quickly tojmblic opinion 
and makes it Impossible for an administration to 
continue In office when it does not have the support 
of the legislative bodies, is doubtless superior to our 
c^n. But it possesses some features which, it is to 
be hoped, will never tfe introduced into the United 
States. 


One of theae is the practice of interrupting the 


speeches of government ministers with insulting epi- 
thets and derisive taunts, while they are attempting 
to prevent their policies for consideration. ' Even 
the new French premier, M. Painleve, was not im- 
mume from jeers and ribald comment hurled at him 
by opposition deputies when he read his statement 
in parliament Tuesday. 
It took three-quarters of 


hour for him to get through a. brief address which 


ought not to have occupied more than fifteen minutes, 
had he been given respectful attention. 


If we should read in our newspapers, upon the 


occasion of the opening of a congressional session 
that the president of the United Statea was greeted 
with hisses .catcalls and shouts of "hypocrite" dur- 
ing the reading of his message, and that members of 
the chamber angrily shook their flats at one another 
and exchanged 
such endearments as "cur" and 


"traitor," it would be close parallel for scenes which 
often occur in the parliamentary halls of continental 
European countries. 


Once in a while, It is true, our .legislators do forget 


themselves and indulge Jn unseemly language to one 
another, and instances have been known where they 
came to blows. 
But no case is" recalled where de- 


liberate Insults were showered upon the president or 
any other responsible government official appearing 
before congress to enlighten it as to how the public 
business was being- transacted 


In' Europe, this seems to be part of the legislative 


game. 
Sometimes the socialists or the communists 


kick up a row and force the presiding officer of a 
parliamentary body to declare It adjourned because 
of the disorder. 
At other times, the monarchists, 


junkers and reactionaries do the same thing. When 
one aide or the other finds that it does not have votes 
enough to control the situation, it seems to consider 
that the next beat thing is to start a riot. 


Naturally, such tactics^are not conducive to*well- 


ordered and 
wisely formulated legislation. 
Our - 


American system may not be as responsive as it 
should be to the people's will, but at least it moves 
along in more orderly fashion. It la to the credit of 
our senators and congressmen that they rarely de- 
scend to roughneck methods. 


A MEASURE OF LINCOLN PROGRESS.

care for that delicate oigan until a 
good doctor can be reached.

that reason 1 wish to ^direct you to 
proceed in the propct manner when 
these emergencies arise. 


If any foreign substance gets Into 


the eye, it should always be removed 
before inflammation begins. 
The 


proper procedure would be to cloa* 
ihe v>t> uulil Urn tears have accum- 
ulated and then gently raise the 
lid and with the corner of a clean 
handkerchief remove the partical If 
it can be seen. 
" 


If the object cannot be seen hold 


the lids open, with the head back, 
and pour a few diops of warm 
boiled water over the eye ball. Thl« 
will probably remove small pieces of 
dirt or hair. 


The use of flaxseed is not neces- 
sary or advisable because water can 
be poured into the eye with less 
harm than having a foreign body 
set up a flow of tears. 


For the cure of "wild hairs" that 


may grow on the under side of the 
lid. 
forceps must be applied and 


the hair pulled out of its follicle. 


To treat a sty that is protruding 


from the margin of the eye lid the 
application of a hot water bag Is 
\ery useful As soon as the little boll 
points it should be opened and the 
yellowish pus expressed. Sty's occur 
usually in people that need glasses 
or who need supervision as to their 
general health. 


Remember always that: 
Cold water is about the safest 


application for inflamed eyes. Never 
put a poultice over the eyes. Avoid 
all sudden changes between light 
and darkness. 


Never eleep so that on awakening 


the eyes shall open on the light of 
a window, especially sunlight. 


Do not use the eyesight by light 


so scant that Ik requires an effort 
to discriminate. 


Never read or sew 
directly 
In 


front of the light of a window. 


It I. better to have the light from 


above, or oblique!}, or over the tett 
shoulder. 


Too much light creates a ^gla 


and pains and coufuses the sight. 
The moment you are sensible of an 
eflort to distinguish, that moment 
stop and talk, walk or ride. 


As'the sky is blue and the earth 


is green- it would seem that th« 
celllnx should be a bluish uniae. 
and the walls of some mellow tint. 
The moment that you are instinc- 
tively 
Inclined 
to 
rub the eye«, 


that moment cease to use them. 


There are a few little hints that 


would be of untold benefit to every-

They do not 


affirm that .the transformation Is 
impossible—far from that, they say 
that it IS gposslble; but they point 
out that the Berlin experimenters 
obtained only the barest traces of 
gold, "and that these might be ex- 
plained by Ijhe fact that, practical- 
ly always, traces of gold are found 
in mercury. 


Dr. Stammreich, however, avers

This comes from Professor Mark- 


ness, of the University of Chicago, 
who is further quoted by Science 
Service as saying: "Experts in this 
field will not trust any reports »f 
atomic disintegration by large and 
small currents, unless voltages of 
millions of volts have been used, 
until they are supported by experi- 
mental work carried out with the 
most extreme precautions in such 
a way as to give definite evidence 
that the results claimed have been 
obtained. It is possible that Miethe 
has such evidence. I have not re- 
peated his experiments. 


The nature of the great feat to 


be accomplished if 
the 'flowing 


metal mercury la to be really trans- 
formed at man's will Into the. in 
another sense, still fajster flow- 
ing and fleeting metal gold, Is In- 
quoted from Professor Harkness: 


"Mercury would 
be 
converted 


into gold if a hydogen nucleus were 
lost from, or an electron added to, 
mercury's nucleus." 


How simple! But like the differ- 


ential calculus, it looks 
absurdly 
easy until the student is asked to 
apply it to a practical problem not 
in the tjook- The rapid progress of 
atomic studies keeps everybody in- 
formed of the fact that knocking 
electrons out of atoms, or adding 
electrons to atoms, and thereby pro- 
ducing 
astonishing 
c h e m i c a l 


changes, are games played every 
day on the scientific diamond with 
a dwiftness, certainty and finish not 
to be excelled. 
But the scores of 


these games are posted in technical 
terms which the great public does 
not understand, and its interest is 
only awakened when, as In the case 
now in hand, tfie stake played for 
turns out to be something that may 
become pocketable. 


But there is another side to this 


metal worth looking at. Suppose 
those Berlin experimenters should 
succeed in transforming mercury 
into gold on a large scale; or sup- 
pose they, or somebody else, should 
obtain gold by/atomic Vtransforma- 
tion from 
still 
more* abundant 
sources. If they rould, and would, 
keep the secret, they would be the 
world's financial dictators; if. on 
the contrary, they published their 
process, gold Itself would be ruined. 


Many years ago I wrote a story 


"The Moon Metal," , which under- 
took to deplcit the universal dis- 
aster resulting from such a situa- 
tion. Perhaps if synethetic gold in 
unlimited quantities were produced 
the 
world 
would 
do 
what 
I 


imagined in the story, viz, make 
unheard of efforts to discover some 
other suitable metallic "standard of 
value"—and find it in the moon— 
or. perhaps it would conclude that 
after ell it, had never needed gold 
as mudli as it thought it did and so 
settle down to happiness ?s sreat as 
or rreaHr than that \vhlch it had 
enjoyed in the lost "golden age."
